The illness which proved fatal 
to Mrs. Hughes was of ten-days’ dura­ 
tion. 
About a year ago Mrs. Hughes suf­ 
fered a serious illness, but recovered 
after several weeks’ ailment and up 
to February 4, when she was strick­ 
en again, has been in good health, able 
to perform the duties of her house­ 
hold. 
Last Thursday, her condition

New York, Feb. 15.-The steam­ 
ship, President 
Roosevelt, hero 
ship of the seas, today received 
her first welcome to American 
shores since her gallant rescue of 
the crew of the sinking freighter, 
Antinoe, January 27. 
Decked out in formal 
dress 
with decks scrubbed and 
brass 
shining the liner was boarded at 
quarantine by a reception com­ 
mittee representing the port of 
New York, government officials, 
wives of members of the crew 
and newspapermen. 
The ship began her triumphant 
trip up the harbor at IO o’clock 
amid the shrilling of whistles of 
every craft in sight. 
The guns of Fort Jay thunder­ 
ed a salute as the procession mov­ 
ed up the bay. The roar of ships* 


whistles, augmented by continu­ 
ous blasts from the hundreds of 
factory whistles blotted out the 
sound 
of 
lower 
Manhattan's 
noisy activities. 
Nearly 10,000 persons crowded 
along the battery sea wall and 
thousands of others flocked to the 
windows of skyscrapers. 
Police reserves were called out 
to maintain order. 
As the liner hove into full view 
out of the smoke and haze which 
blanketed the harbor the hosts on 
shore showed wild enthusiasm. 
Miles of ticker-tape
